figures and facts as to the shrinkage of values 
and the increase of debt and taxation under 
these governments, and the prosperity of the 
south under the present auspices. 

LINCOLN AND THE 8OUTH, 

he book speaks of Abraham Lincoln’s 
death as a calamity to the south; argues that 
Andrew Johnson followed strictly Mr. Lin- 
poln’s plan of restoration, and contends that if 
Lincoln had lived he would have been able to 
defend that plan against the assaults of con- 
gress. 

Each chapter is signed by its author, who 
thus becomes directly responsible for the 
truth of his statements and the claim of the 
book in its preface (written by General Her- 
bert, its editor) is that in all chapters, the

SOME INTELLIGENT WITNESSES. 

The testimony given by some of the colored 
witnesses hauled up here fromthe south to 
testify in favor of the republicansin the con- 
tested election cases besides being ontertain- 
ing as an abstract study furnishes a good index 
to the intelligence of persons whose oaths are 
used as a basis for depriving democrats of their 
peats. Inthe case of Goodrich vs. Bullock, 
from the second district of Florida, Aaron 
Arthur, a colored man, was called upon to as- 
sist in elucidating the facts, as a question to 
test witness’ intelligence, the attorney asked: 

“Ts congress a white man ora black one?’ 

“T never had hold of none of his paper to 

ead it,’’ replied the witness. ‘“‘I don’t know 
f he was red, blue, grey or grizzly.’ 

Henty White, whose skin, however, was 
black, was another witness in the same case. 
When he was asked if he knew who the candi- 
fates for congress were at the election at 
which he yoted, he replied with great confi- 

ence: 

“Oh, yes, Bob Ingersoll, the republican, and 
John Sherman was the democratic candidate.”’ 
A PLEA FOR CANADIAN FARMERS. 

John Carleton, a member of the Canadian 
oarliament, appeared before the ways and 
means committee yesterday and protested 
vigorously against the imposition of duties on 
pegs, potatoes and other agricultural products. 
He said that the best way to incense the Cana- 
flian people and destroy the commercial inter- 
course between the two countries was to pass 
those provisions of the McKinley bill. The 
agitation for commercial union and intimate 
trade relations with a view to ultimate annexa- 
tion, which has been going on for the last two 
years,he said, had found a favorable response in 
agreat portion of the Canadian population 
which was not under the immidiate domina- 
tion of the home government. The sentiment 
had been growing, notwithstanding the efforts 
pf the ministry to check it. The recent tariff 
bill imposing duties on American products was 
passed by the Canadian parliament, at the 
dictation of the ministry, in the hope of grind- 
ing out the feeling for annexation® by ham 
pering trade with the United States. Mr. 
Carleton implored the committee not to further 
Disturb that feeling and disrupt .our commer- 
tial relations by levying the proposed duties, 
whether asa measure of protection or to in- 
terests of the United States. 

TO BE FAVORABLY REPORTED. 

The committee on election of president, vice 
president and representatives in congress yes- 
terday set seal of approval of the McComas 
bill to render nugatory the recent Ohio redis- 
tricting act and that measure will be reported 
favorably to the house on tomorrow. Action 
today was agreed to by a strictly party vote, 
the only member not present being Mr. Frank, 
a republican from Missouri, who could not 
bring himself to support the bill designed to 
meet a party contingency in a single state. It 
was the intention of the republican leaders .in 
the house to push the bill through if possible 
and the party lash will not be spared to whip 
into line the republicans who are at present re- 
luctant to vote for it. 

When the matter is placed before them asa 
question of urgent party necessity it is the 
general impression that they will swallow 
their scuples and convictions and get into the 
procession. 

tepresentative Outhwaite said to your cor- 
respondent that in event the bill should be- 
rome a law he did not think it would be guod 

policy for the democrats not to accept the re- 
sult. 

“Whatever doubt there is as to its 
Ponstitutionality,’’ said Mr. Outh- 
Waite, “and there is not much, ‘as that point 
was not raised against it in the committee by 
the democratic members it will avail as noth- 
Ing as the machinery here is in the hands of 
republicans. If the democrats accept the re- 
Bult and go to work in the old districts, I be- 
lieve the people of Ohio will rebuke the 
party which has used its power in the national 
legislature to interfere with a privilege never 
before denied thei and that we will sweep 
at least ten of the twenty-one districts as they 
now stand.’’ 

Mr. Outwaite’s opinion is not shared by all 
the democrats here, many of who believe that 
this encroachment of the federal authority 
should be resisted to the Jast pitch. A strong 
minority report is being made by Judge Seiey 
and other democratic members of the commit- 
tee and the bill will be fought to the bitter 
end on the floor of the house.

WILL NOT SUPPORT THE BILL. 

Anothér republican has kicked up his heels 
at Major McKinley’s tariff bill. He is Repre- 
sentative Walton, of Pennsylvania, and de- 
clares he will not support the bill as long as it 
contains the clause imposing duty on hides. 
He says that some of the largest tanneries in 
the world are located in his district, and the 
duty on hides would be ruinous to that indus- 
try. He expects a large protesting delegation 
of tanners here on Monday. 


FORECAST OF WORK 
To Engage Congress During the Present 
Week. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—In the senate, the 
Chinese emigration act will come up tomor- 
row, and Mr. Mitchell’s amendments, intended 
to restore the bill to something like its purport 
when it was received from the house, will be 
in order. It is not expected that this bill will 
occupy much time. 

After itis disposed of discussion of reports 
in the Montana election case will be resumed. 
At the rate of progress made last week the 
case bids fair to go over into next week. It 
will give way, however, for a prompt. consid- 
eration of the world’s fair bill should the se- 
leet committee on that subject make a report 
after its meeting Thursday, at which time the 
‘sub-committee is expected to report upon the 
extent and quality of Chicago’s subscriptions 
to guarantee the fund. 

The administrator customs bill stands next 
to the Montana contest on the regular caucus 
programme.

IN THE HOUSE. 

Tomorrow will be ‘district day’’ in the 
house, and the greater part of the session will 
probably be devoted to the further eonsidera- 
tion of the bill to establish a national park on 
Rock creek, which -is unfinished business. 
Naval matters are likely to be discussed on 
Tuesday. The committee on naval affairs has 
several measures of interest on the calendar, 
prominent among which are the McAdoo bill, 
to prohibit the enlistment of aliens in the 
navy, and Mr. Motes’s retirement bill. The 
naval appropriation bill is also in a positson 
favorable to speedy consideration.

BLOOD AT IRONDALE. | 


THEIVES 


WHO FIRE AND KILL THE MARSHAL. 


But a Deputy Sheriff Uses His Winchester 
and Succeeds in Bringing Down the 
Whole Gang. 


Breminowam, Ala., April 6.—[Special.]—A 
bloody tragedy occurred late this afterneon 
near Irondale, six miles from this city. Four, 
men were killed and further trouble may grow 
out of the affair. 

Marshal England, of the town of Irondale, 
accompanied by Deputy Sheriff shown f 
attempted to arresta crowd of negroes Ona 
charge of larceny. The negroes resisted arrest 
and opened fire on the officers, fatally wound- 
ing Marshal England at the first volley. 

THREE NEGROES KILLED. 

Deputy Sheriff Fortenberry succeeded in 
getting safely under cover, and opened fire on 
the negroes with a Winchester rifle, and shot 
three of them dead. The others then turned 
and fled in confusion. For some time a large 
amount of petty thieving has been going on at 
Irondale. Marshal England last night, located 
a crowd of worthless negroes about half a mile 
from the town, and succeeded in obtaining 
strong evidence that that they had been doing 
the stealing. This afternoon he decided to 
arrest them. No trouuble was apprehended, 
but the marshal asked Deputy Fortenberry to 
go along with him. 

The negroes were found in acabin and when 
ordered to surrender, half a dozen of them 
sprang up and opened fire upon the officers. 
At the first fire, Marshal England was hit in 
three places and fell before he could return 
the fire. Deputy Fortenberry took refuge be- 
hind a tree and as the negroes ran out of the 
house he shot three of them dead. The others 
took to the’woods and escaped. 

EXCITEMENT IN IRONDALE. 

The shooting created great excitement in 
the town, and a posse was soon organized and 
started in pursuit of the negroes. The names 
of the three negroes killed haye not yet Seen 
learned. 


SHE DENIES EVERYTHAING. 


Maniie Starr, the Woman Who Poisoned the 
Newland Family. 

CuicaGo, April 6.—The champion story 
telleris in jail herein the person of the wo- 
man, Mamie Starr, who cooked the corn that 
poisoned to death Mr. and Mrs. Newland, by 
whom she was employed. The prisoner’s aar- 
rative that she had a sister who was a perfect 
image of her, was startling in its ingenious de- 
tail; but her latest explanation, the most sen- 
sational yet advanced, is that she bought the 
poison at a drug store, intending to kill herself, 
and afterwards threw it away, with- 
out once opening the box. When 
Chief ° of Police Marsh and his 
assistants locked the gir] up last night she had 
positively denied all connection with the 
poisoning. More singular than this, she had 
denied that she was ever at Anchorage mis- 
sion, the institution from which the Newland 
family secured her as a servant. She also de- 
nied ever being at the residence of the New- 
lands,and maintained,in spite of the fact ta 
dozen persons identified her, that a sister must 
have been the girl who prepared the fatal 
dish.

OmaAHna, Neb., April 6.—A young Indian 
nameid Eaglehorse, Friday, shot and in- 
stantly killedFrank ELewisa schoolteacher, at 
Pine Ridge agency. and then committed sni- 
cide. Mr. Lewis was going home from school 
on horseback, when Eaglehorse stepped out 
from an ambush and shot him in the back of 
the head.

A few nights past strange knock- 
ings were heard in the room of a house occu- 
pied by Mr. Shaw and family. The knockings 
were first heard, after a-daughter, aged four- 
teen, had retired. She was frightened badly, 
as it was found that the sounds were made at 
her command, but no other. Shaw told of the 
occurrence. Crowds began to visit the house. 
The girl became very excited and nervous, but 
was prevailed upon to agk questions. The 
crowds have become so large that the house 
could not hold them. At times there are hun- 
dreds in the streets, all waiting to hear it.

Onherretiring 
the knocking was heard on the wall. The 
knocking cannot in any way be accounted for 
by those who have heard it. It is a dullsound 
that cannot be imitated. Superstition is rife, 
and many persons would not occupy the house 
for any sum, Some regard the girl asa spirit 
medium, and this only as a first manifestation 
of that. power. Others still think it some secret 
agency that will soon be discovered. 


THE NEW STEAMBOAT, 


Which Is to Ply Along the Flint River—A 
Thing of Beauty. 

ALBANY, Ga., April 6.—[Special.}—The new 
steamboat to be built here to ply the waters of the 
Flint river, from Albany southwards, will be a 
handsonre craft. Between 100 and 110 feet in 
length, it will be built of comparatively light 
draught and of great capacity. It promises to pay 
from the start. Albany, Newton, Bainbridge, and 
the farmers along the river will likely be 
interested in the stock company that is building 
it. There are still two bad places in.the river be- 
tween Albany and below, known as Hell Gate and 
the Rope Works. At these places instead of follow- 
in nature’s rules for forming good rivers and 
forming a-serpentine channel,the government cm- 
ployes with the dredges have cut a straight 
channel sixty-feet wide through these obstruc- 
tions. Hencea 4 gan sluice runs with great 
force between ‘the narrow Danks, and ropes will 
have to be used to carry the beats safely through 
these dangerous channels. The boats will carry 
passengers as well as freight and will be a great aid 
to the business of Albany.

Wasnrxcron, April 6:—‘‘I have been much

There is no reason for -antag- 
onism between the races. ‘The white men are 


the landed proprietors. They have superior’ | 


talent and superior education and there is no 
likelihood of the negro race overriding them.’’’ 

‘Will a preponderance of negro votes 
throw the government in the hands of the 
negroes ?’’ was asked. 

“There is no reason that it should,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘for the-white race can easily manage, 
even with perfectly fair elections, to 
keep the state offices in their hanés. The 
negro was peaceable in slavery, and even 
during the warthey behaved with remarkable 
fidelity. There is no record of treach- 
ery of slaves to their owners, none of them in- 
sulting women, harming children or destroy- 
ing property. But now it seemsas ifit were 
an entirely different thing—as if it was neces- 
sary to antagonize the two races, which should 
dwe!}l tegether in justice and harmony. 

“The idea of the negro domineering over 
the whites isa painted devil. There is noth- 
ing to show that the blacks wish to overthrow 
obligations, or to Africanize America. If they 
wish toeimigrate let them, but if the southern 
people would cease to regard their former 
slaves as present enemies—those peaceful ser- 
vants of the past as future foes—and allow 
them fair representation and a faircount, they 
would see tha the dread ‘race war’ exists only 
in imagination, 

“In fact, the granting of the ballot to the 
negro has thrown an additional number of 
voters into each district, and this grants addi- 
tienal representatives tothe south. The case 
is this: The majority of white men in_ the 
south are democrots, while almost all negroes 
are republicans. Did the negroes vote the 
democratic ticket there would be no race 
trouble; everything would be amicable. 

“No, there is no cause for alarm. The su- 
periority of the white race over their former 
slave is self-evident. These slaves are natur- 
ally a peaceable, loyal race, as a rule guided 
by the whites, when rightly treated, so all that 
is needed isa free ballot, a fair countanda 
count for every vote.” 


IN FAVOR OF THE ROAD. 


The Suit of George D. Sidmon Against the 
Richmond and Danville. 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—The case of George 
D. Sidmon, of Washington, D. ©., against the 
Richmond and Danville railroad, was decided 
yesterday by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in favor of the railroad —. The 
opinion was written by Commissioner Veazey. 
The complaint alleged unjust discrimination, 
and the points decided are briefly as follows: 
The defendant issned commutation tickets for 
a stated number of trips within a specified 
time, subject to several conditions, one of 
which was that the purchaser should have no 
claim for rebate on account of non-use of the 
ticket from any cause ; another, that it be pre- 
sented to the conductor for cancellation of 
each trip when taken. 
MThe commuter had to pay the conductor full 
fare if he did not have his ticket, but in such 
cases respondents had fallen into the habit of 
refunding the same on presentation of the 
ticket for cancellation of trip at the other 
oftice of the company. At about three weeks 
prior to complainant’s purchase of his ticket, 
respondent had discontinued his' habit and had 
given notice to that effect in a new tariff 
sheet, filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission and posted in stations of the railroad, 
as required by law on a change of tariff rates. 
Held, that it was not an unlawful discrimi- 
nation to refuse to refund to complainant, who 
held such a ticket, but had forgotten to take it 
on a certain trip, and had paid his fare, not- 
withstanding he supposed the former custom 
was in vogue, when he purchased his ticket. 
The published tariff stated that the conductor 
pened collect fare on trains from passengers 
without tickets by adding twenty-five cents to 
single trip rates, and this collection from com- 
plainant is held not to be unlawful. {Complain- 
ant’s Lg vere | commutation ticket was pur- 
chased June 13, 1889. It specified on its face 
that 180 trips might be taken, but that it 
should expire August 3lst, and complainant 
knew this when the purchase was made. 
Held, that the complainant was not entitled 
to recover any portion of purchase price for 
thirteen days less than the full quarter.

The Waters Still Rising and Fears Enter- 
tained of Several More Serious Breaks 
in the Levees. 


New Ortxrans, April6.—A Picayune Vicks-

Falaya ona raft have arrived here on the 
steamer, Hill City. They report that twelve 
women and children were drowned when the 
current dashed their crazy vessel against a tree 
and they escaped with extreme diflicty. This 
is the most tragic event of the flood. 

The situation is growing daily more serious 
in the Steel bayou country. Earl Miller, a 
prominent planter and brother of Attorney 
General Miller, arrived from there today by 
the steamer, Evergreen, with his family and 
The Miller plantation, though very high,stock 
has gone under. 

THE WATER STILL RISING. 


The Evergreen reports the water along the 
bayous as still rising. Cattle and hogs are 
offered for sale by people at a song. Much 
more stock must yet be brought out or allowed 
todrown. A steamer leaves Tuesday for Sun- 


flower, and that planters will desire to remove 
stock is certain... 

The steamer Osceola arrived this evening 
from the Bends. Her officers report that the 
overfiow is beginning to empty into the Missis- 
Sippi through Eagle lake, and predict a great 
increase in pressure all along the Louisiana 
front from that point southward for the next 
twoweeks. The Osceola begins an inspection 
of levees from Delta, La., northward tomor- 
row, and will be joined by President Maxwell 
and probably Assistant Engineer Thompson. 

THERE IS GREAT SUFFERING. 

There is most unmistakable distress along 
Steel bayou, and it is cruelty to deny it. The 
Evergreen returns there tomorrow, and the 
Bousom, with Captain W. D. Pugh and M. W. 
Smith on board, will follow Tuesday or 
Wednesday. They will bring out all people 
suffering or in danger. Barges cannot be taken 
there, and only the smallest boats are suitable 
for relief work. Captain Pugh will relieve 
the distressed whetiier they have money or 
not to pay their fare. 

Telegrams from Sharkey, Tallahatchie river, 
report a decline of eighteen inches. Captain 
John B. Mattingly, who has just returned 
from the Austin break, says it cannot affect 
the Yazoo and Tallahatchie country, as its 
current is too feeble. Engineer Stubbs, of the 
Vicksburg, Shreveport and Pacific me em 
reports prospects more cheering, and only 
twerity points rise in twenty-four hours, the 
rise at the worst places on the lines. He is con- 
fident that the road will hold its own. 

FROM BAYOU SARA. 

A Times-Democrat Bayou Sara special says: 
The steamer Pargould, now under govern- 
ment charter, arrived today, having on board 
Captain Kingsman, Uni States engineer in 
charge of this levee district. He has been in- 
specting levees between New Orleans and this 
place. He reports Point Congee’s front in 
good condition with the exception of the levees 
at the Preston place almost opposite Bayou 
Sara. At this point he has senta large num- 
ber of sacks and several thousand feet of lum- 
ber and thinks there is no immediate danger 
if people in the neighborhood, and on Falso 
river, will ally = at once and 
use their best material to best 
advantage. His motto is that the government 
is willing to help those who are willing to 
help themselves. He is of the opinion 
that the situation is critical, and warns our 
people to look out for at least.eighteen inches 
more water. The large — or levees such 
as Morgan, La., Scott, Waterloo and Grand 
Bay, are receiving his personal and untiring 
attention.

WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


The Rainfall During the Past Week and Its 
Effeet on Crops. 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The week ending April 
5th was slightly cooler than usual in the central 
valleys and middle Atlantic states. it was de- 
cidedly a cool week in the Rocky mountain re- 
gions, while it was slightiy warmer than usual in 
the if and sout Atiantic states, 
New England and New York. Generally 
there has been an excess of rainfall 
over the regions east of the Rocky mountains, 
during the week, although in the extreme south- 
ern and extreme northern portions of the United 
States a deficiency of rainfall is reported, the 
greatest deficiencies occurring in the southern 
portions of the south Atlantic states, and in the 
northern portions of Minnesota and Dakota. The 
heaviest rains occurred in the west gulf states, 
extending from central Texas and Louisiana 
northward to the Missouri valley, over which 
region the rainfall ed from two to five inches. 
The precipitation for week generally exceeded 
one inch over Tennessee and the Ohio valley, middle 
Atlantic states and southern New England. The 
recent rains have the ground in excellent 
condition for see ms and farm work over the

He Advises the Government to Withdraw 
the Land Purchase Bill. 

Lowpoy, April 6.—Lord Randolph Churchill 
in a third letter on the Irish question, after 
promising that British credit ean be given 
with safety only when given in answer to the 
spontaneous request of the Irish people 
and on ‘their offering rate téeyetues 
aS security, and binding themselves 
by every ‘obligation of iational honhos 
to repay, denies that such a state of things is 
ideal or impossible of attainment, and says the 
admission of its impossibility would destroy 
the cause against home rule. He goes on te 
propose that, instead of continuing coercion, 
parliament give Ireland a popular local gevérn- 
ment, similar to the English and Scottish gov- 
ernments, which, instead of_inspiring despair 
will lend to prosperity and contentment. If 
this were done the request for British assist- 
ance in the purchase of land would come in 
the natural cause of things, and simflarde- 
mands for other public purposes would follow.

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HOFFEE GETS OUT. 


THE BIGAMIST ESCAPES FROM 
NEWNANJAIL. 


He Removes a Bar From a Window, Makes a 
Rope From Bed-Clothes and Gains the 
Ground—A Posse Parsuing Him. 


Newnan, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—Charies 
Hoffee, who was indicted at the March term 
of Coweta superior court for bigamy, and sent 
to jail in default of bond, made his escape at 1 
e’clock this afternoon. It has been the custom 
pf the jailer to allow Hoffee the freedom of 
the corridor in daylight, and while enjoying 
this liberty today he managed to effect an 
entrance into one of the prison apartments, 
known as the sick room, in the southwest 
sorner of the building. 

One of the iron bars of the grating which 
protects the windows of this room had been 
sawed or filed through by a former occupant of 
the cell and was never repaired. By bending 
the detached end of the bar an aperture, eight 
by fourteen inches, was made, and through 
this opening Hoffee and one of the negro pris- 
pners confined with him made their escape. 
After wrenching the iron bar from its place, 
they made a rope, by tying blankets together, 
and descended safely to the ground, a distance 
of eighteen or twenty feet. 

A POSSE IN PURSUIT. 

The window from which they made their 
flescent fronts ona side street and occurring 
at an hour when but few people were on the 
streets they succeeded in getting off, unmoles- 
ted. They were seen near the northern limits 
pf the city by some boys, but were not recog- 
nized and soon disappeared, in the dense 
woods north of the city. As soon as their es- 
rape was discovered§ Sheriff Carmical sum- 
moned a posse of twenty men and started in 
purswit, bnt at 9 o'clock tonight no trace of 
the fugitives had been found. When last seen 
they were going in the direction of Atlanta, 

‘but may diverge from this course and endeavor 
to reach the Alabama line, which they could 
do by traveling all night. It is believed by 
some that he will make his way to Bremen or 
Carroliton, at both of which points he has 
friends, who will assist him in getting out of 
the state, probably to Chattanooga. 

A REWARD OFFERED. 

Sheriff Carmical offers a reward of $50 for 
the arrest and detention of Hoffee, and this 
will probably be supplemented by the county 
guthorities. 

Hoffee is of medium height, fair complexion, 
weighs one hundred and sixty pounds and has 
dark, brown hair and sandy mustache. He 
wore a silk hat and light overcoat when he 
left. 

The whole community is excited over the es- 
cape, and Sheriff Carmical will leave no effort 
untried to overhaul the fugitives.

A NEGRO WITH A PISTOL. 


¥le Fires at a House at Cedar Creek and a 
Crowd is Hunting Him. 

ADAMSVILLE, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—Six 
miles due east of here is Cedar creek valley, 
as fertile and peaceable a section as Gcorgia 
has in her territory, but yesterday and last 
night she was stirred from centre to circum- 
ference. The people who live and make Ce- 
@ar creek a prosperous country are slow to 
wrath but from what has transpired there in 
the past twenty hours, she shows a willing- 

ess to resent wrong and a determination to 
protect her fair name. 

Last Tuesday night while Mr. Samuel 
Burns was at Canton on business, a 
farm hand as black asthe ace of spades in 
complexion and heart became demonstrative, 
shooting off his pistol at the side of Mrs. 
Burns’s bedroom, cursing and insulting in 
many ways, and raising a disturbance general- 
ly. He is alow, brawny-set negro, weighing 
about 130 or more pounds, eighteen years old. 
Heand his brother came to this section hunt- 
ing work about three or four months ago. Mr. 
Burns,needing a hand to feed stock and do odd 
work about the house, and having a vacant 
room in his yard, hired Wallace Bradley. His 
brother found work at Mr. Harvey Elrod’s, 
about halfa mile ‘distant. Everything went 
well until recently. Mr. Burns being a man 
of quiet disposition, did not care to have any 
disturbance, and on his return asked advice of 
a@ neighbor, whoadvised him to pay the wages 
and jet him go. 

From some source, however, the episode be- 
same known in the community, and last night 
(Friday) about forty white caps started out to 
find the negro and give him justice, according 
to hiscrime, which he acknowledged to Mr. 
Burns before leaving. They visited a good 
number of negro houses, but could not find 
the party wanted. 

It is said at one house they used more or 
Jess force, breaking down the oor, 
shooting pistols and rubbing switches in the 
faces of two negro women whose conduct is 

uestionable. No other damage was done so 

ar as known today. It being seven or eight 
miles from the railroad, no positive news can 
be given. 

It is said that if the fiend, Wallace Bradley, 
had been found, a strange face would have 
been seen in heaven today, or some other 
piace.

MACON’S EX-TREASURER NO LONGER 
AMENABLE TO THE LAW. 


He Passed Away Quietly at 7 o’clock Vester- 


day Morning—Killed By Remorse—The 
Funeral. 


Macon, Ga., April 6.—{Special.]—Captain 
Adams is dead. Surrounded by his family 
and friends he passed away quietly at 7 
o’clock this morning. For several days he has 
been at death’s door and the announcement 
this morning caused no i 


surprise. 

Captain Adams’s death is plainly the result 
of remorse. For several months he 
has . remained at his home, shut- 
ting himself out from the _ world. 
and seemingly anxious for death to relieve 
him of his troubles. Captain Adams was 
treasurer of Macon from 1880 until December 
1888. 

The circumstances surrounding his removal 
have been fully given in Tue Constitution, 
and their rehearsal], since death has drawn the 
curtain over his life, is unnecessary.

A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


Mr.jAdams was born in Twiggs county on 
November 24, 1826. His father was Daniel 
Adams, formerly of Rowan county, N. C. The 
deceased attended Mercer college in 1846, and 
after leaving taught school for some time. 

In December 1847, he was married to Miss 
Julia A. Flanders, of this county. 

_ He was elected alderman in 1852 and again 
In 1564 and 1865. In 1873 he was appointed 
county assessor and collector of taxes for the 
city. After several years service’ in 
this capacity he was elected 
chief of police and afterwards city treasurer. 

He belongs to the order of Knight Tem- 
plars, the Order of Tontiand Knights of the 
Golden Rule, ali of which will probably at- 
tend the funeral in a body. He was 
at one time treasurer a Goodyear 
lodge Order of Tonti and was grand 
secretary of the Knights of the Golden Rule in 
Georgia. He was also recorder of St. Owen’s 
Commandery, Knight Templars. Mr. Adams 
is the father of Walter F. Adams, Sydney E. 
Adams, Miss Lulie E. Adams, Mrs. Guy Hills- 
man, of Madison and Mrs. John J. Smith, of 
Indianapolis, Ind. 

His funeral is likely to be one of the largest 
that has occurred in Macon in many years. 


GREENVILLE AND THE M. AND B, 


Engineer Wells States Why the Road Could 
Not Go to Greenville, 

Macon, Ga., April 6.—[{Special.]}—The peo- 
ple of Greenville and Macon and Ma- 
con and Birmingham road have became an 
issue. The discussion has grown interesting. 
Something has been said on both sides, THE 
CONSTITUTION naturally being selected as the 
medinm for these expressions. 

In an interview with Mr. William Henry 
Wells, chief engineer of the Macon Construc- 
tion company, he talks very entertainingly. 
He says: : 

“It has always been the policy of the Macon 
Construction company to manage its business 
in a business manner, and to preserve at all 
times a dignified silence characteristic of busi- 
ness men. But for the inaccuracies in the re- 
ports of the Greenville demonstration, which 
were published on the fourth instant, we 
would not now appear in print. 

‘“‘Before the present charter for the Macon 
and Birmingham road was applied for, I made 
a thorough reconnoissance of the route, and 
reported to our president, Mr. W. B. Sparks, 
upon the probable cost of the entire line. In 
that report, the subject of going to Greenville 
came up, and the difficulties were discussed. 
Any engineer, at all familiar with physical 
geography, would discover instantly 
that it was situated off the natural trend of 
the country, and that, to reach it, would 
necessitate crossing innumerable branches, 
creeks, ravines, beside deep excavations in a 
granite lodge, laying directly across the route. 
After reaching the village, the difficulties of 
getting away were more decided. The maxi- 
mum grade line we have adopted forthe en- 
tire line of road into Birmingham would not 
overcome the. ascent to the main ridge 
beyond. The consequence was a continuous 
excavation for over one mile, ranging 
from thirty to fifty feet deep; and it was upon 
this line that I reported before the senate com- 
mittee of the last legislature, and not upona 
line one mile away, as is reported in the 
Greenvil'e meeting. 

‘*The truth is, the Meriwether members op- 
posed a line one mile away, saying it would 
ruin the town. It is apparent on a business 
principle that, other things heing equal, 
we would have gone through Green- 
ville. It would have cost more than the 
town is worth todo so. This is taking their 
own valuation as a basis of calculation. The 
—_ effect a line one mile away would have 
had would be to make competitive rates, 
which the Central railroad would have met, 
and, being nearer to the center of town, would 
have captured all the business. We woulp 
have been a cat’s paw for Greenville, without 
one cent of compensation. We have a prac- 
tical illustration of this fact on our southern 
line, at Valdosta,Ga. It is not true that we are 
trying to build up an opposition town; we own 
no land upon which to work such a scheme. 
We are simply looking to the best interests of 
a great through line, in which every county in 
Georgia and three states, is directly interested. 
It must be borne in mind that we are con- 
structing upon des and curves never be- 
fore attempted in penetrating the mountains 
of north Alabama. To meet these require- 
ments it is absolutely necessary to conform to 
the physical features of the country. 

‘‘The majority of the stockholders are Macon 
men, directly interested in developing business 
along our route. It is natural that we all 
should wish to be on friendly terms with 
adjacent towns; still we feel asa company no 
more obligations to Macon than we do to 
Greenville. Besides this, we have stock- 
holders in Baltimore, New York and some 
from Jerusalem, who never heard of Green- 
ville, never even heard of Mr. Warner HilJ) 
and probably never will. Their interests are 
to be protected. 

“After making every effort with the en- 
gineer corps, headed by competent assistants 
to reach Greenville, the line was located alon , 
the ridge route, about five miles south of the 
town. We adopted it as being the most eligi- 
bly located as to grades, curvature, cost and 
traffic. A committee of citizens from Green- 
ville visited President Sparks and insisted 
that they could have a line located that would 
be shorter and as cheap as my line. He 
replied . that if they could get as 
short a line, even at an ex- 
pense of five thousand dollars, he 
would adopt it, and it was understood that, in 
the event of failure, they would abandon the 
legal fight against us. ork was suspended 
by us in the disputed territory pending their 
investigations. 

‘‘They resurrected some pre-historic fossils, - 
uainted with ravines, rock—and the 
rye—and with great flourish the work began— 
to terminate a week later in utterfailure. In- 
stead of being shorter, their line was a mile 
and a half longer, and instead of being cheap- 
er, it would cost double as much. Accident- 
ally stumbling upon one of nry assistant’s 
lines, they adopted it for a few miles, reduci 
the distance a little over their own line, 
and getting a decent profile- so 
as they adhered to eir discoy- 
ery. Admitting that t did offer 
to pay $15,000 to adopt their line, that could 
be no compensation for forever a \

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“EASTER THOUGHTS, 


DR. TALMAGE’S DISCOURSE YES- 
TERDAY. 


Slacpelah, the First Cemetery—The Reauti- 
ful Sights There Will Be on Resur- 
rection Day. 


Brooktyn, N, Y., April 6.—[Special.]—The 
Academy of Music was appropriately decorated 
today for Easter service, and the regular artists 
pf the Brooklyn Tabernacle were assisted by 
pminent musical performers. The hymn sung 
before the sermon was: 


“We praise Thee, O God, for the Son of Thy love, 
For Jesus who died and is now gone above.” 

The subject of Dr. Talmage’s sermon was 
’Machpelah: or, Easter Thoughts.” It was 
basel on the words in Gen. 23:17, 18: “And 
the field of Ephron, which was in Machpelah, 
which was before Mamre, the field and the 
rave which was therein, and all the trees that 
were in the field, that were in all the borders 
round about, were made sure unto Abraham.”’ 
JY ollowing is the sermon in full: 

Here is the first cemetery ever laid ont. 
Machpelah was itsname. It wasanaborescent 
beauty, where the wound of death was ban- 
gaged with foliage. Abraham, a rich man, 
not being able to bribe the king of terrors, pro- 
poses here, as far as possible, to cover up 
his ravages. He had no doubt pre- 
viously noticed this région,and now that Sarah 
his wife had died—that remarkable person 
who at ninety years of age had born to her the 
gon of Isaac, and who now, after she had 
reached one hundred and twenty-seven years, 
had expired -Abraham is negotiating fora fam- 
ily plot for her lastslumber. Fphron owned this 
real estate, and after, in mock sympathy for 
Abraham,refusing to take anything for it, now 
sticks on a big price—four hundred shekles of 
pilver. This cemetery lot is paid for, and the 
transfer made, in the presence of witnesses in 
a public place, for there were no deeds and no 
halls of record in those early times. Then in 
@ cavern of limestone rock Abraham put 
Sarah, and, a few yearsafter, himself followed, 
and then Isaac and Rebeckah, and then Jacob 
and Leah. Embowered, picturesque, and 
memorable Machpelah! That ‘‘God’s-acre’’ 
dedicated by Abraham has been*the mother of 
innumerable mortuary observances. The ne- 
cropolis of every civilized land has vied with 
its metropolis. The most beautiful hills of 
Europe outside the great cities are covered 
with obelisk and funeral vase 
ani arched gateways and. columns 
and parterres in honors of the inhumated. 
The Appian way of Rome was bordered by 
sepulchral commemorations. For this purpose 
Pisa has its arcades of marble sculptured into 
exquisite bas-reliefs and the features of dear 
faces that have vanished. Genoa has its ter- 
races cut into tombs; and Constantinople coy- 
ers with cypress the silent habitations; and 
Paris has its Pere-la-Chaise, on whose heights 
rest Balzac and Davidjand MarshalfNey and 
Cuviergand La Place and Moliere, and a 
mighty group of warriors and poets and paint- 
ers and musicians. In all foreign nations ut- 
most genius on all sides is expended in the 
‘work of interment, mummification and incin- 
eration. 

Our own country consents to be second to 
mone in respect to the lifeless body. Every 
city and town and neighborhood of any intel- 
ligence or virtue has, not many miles away, its 
sacred enclosure, where affection has engaged 
sculptor’s chise) and fiorist’s spade and artifi- 
cer in metals. Our own city has shown its re- 
ligion as well as its art, in the manner 
in which it holds the memory of those 
‘who have passed forever 
‘by its Cypress Hills 
‘its Evergreens and its Calvary and Holy Cross 
‘and Friends’ cemeteries. All the world knows 
of our Greenwood, with now about two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand inhabitants sleeping 
among hills that overlook the sea, and by lakes 
sembosomed in an Eden of flowers, our Ameri- 
scan Westminster Abbey, an acropolis of mort- 
uary architecture, a Pantheon of mighty onés 
ascended, elegies in stone, Iliads in marble, 

whole generations in peace waiting for other 
‘generations to join them. No dormitory of 

reathless sleepers in all the world has so 
many mighty dead. Among preachers of the 
‘ eapel, Bethune and Thomas DeWitt, and 

ishop Janes and Tyng, and Abeel the mis- 
sionary, and Beecher and Buddington and Mc- 
Clinteck and Inskip and Bangs and Chapin 
and Noah Schenck and Samuel Hanson Cox. 
Among musicians, the renowned Gottschalk 
and the holy Thomas Hastings. Among phil- 
anthropists, Peter Cooper and Isaac T. Hop- 
per and Lucretia Mott and Isabella Graham, 
and Henry Bergh, the apostle of mercy to the 
brute creation. Among the literati, the Careys. 
Alice and Phabe, James K. Paulding, 
and John G. Saxe. Among journalists, Ben- 
mett and Raymond and Greeley. Among 
scientists, Ormsby Mitchell, warricr as well as 
-astronomer, and lovingly called by his soldiers 
“Old Stars ;’” the Drapers, splendid men, as I 
well know, one of them my teacher, the other 
my classmate. Among inventors, Elias Howe, 
who, through the sewing machine, did more to 
alleviate the toils of womanhood than any 
man tliat ever lived, and Professor Morse, who 
ave us magnetic telegraphy; the former doing 
iis work with the needle; the latter with the 
thunderbolt. Among physicians and surgeons, 
Joseph C. Hutchinson, and Marion Sims, and 
Dr. Valentine Mott, with the following epi- 
taph which he ordered cutin honor of the 
Christian religion: ‘‘My implicit faith and 
hope is in a merciful Redeemer, who is the 
resurrection and the life. Amen and Amen.”’ 
This is our American Machpelah, as sacred to 
us as the Machpelahin Caanan, of which 
Jacob uttered that pastoral poemin one verse: 
**There they buried Abraham, and Sarah, his 
wife; there they buried Isaac, and Rebekah, 
his wife; and there I buried Leah.”’ 

At this Easter service I ask and answer what 
may seem a novel question, but it will be 
found before I get through, a practical and 
useful and tremendous question: What will 
resurrection day do for the cemeteries? First, 
J remark, it will be their supernal beautifica- 
tion. At certain seasons it is customary in all 
Jands to strew flowers ower the mounds of the 
departed. It may have been suggested by the 
fact that Christ’s tomb was ina garden. And 
when I say garden, I do not mean a garden of 
these latitudes. The late frosts of spring, and 
the early frosts of autumn are so near to each 
other that there are only a few months of 
flowers in the field. All the flowers we see 
today had to be petted and coaxed, and put 
under shelter or they would not have bloomed 
atall. They are the children of the conserva- 
tories. But at this season, and throngh the 
most of the year, the Holy Land is all ablush 
with floral opulence. You find all the royal 
family of flowers there, some that you snp- 
= indigenous to the far north, and others 

ndigenous to the far south—the daisy and hy- 
acinth, crocus and aneinone, tulip and water- 
lily, geranium and rananculus, mignonette and 
gweet marjoram. In the college at Beyrout 
you may see Dr. Post’s collection of 
abont eighteen hundred kinds of 
Holy Land flowers; while among trees 
are the oak of frozen climes, and the tama- 
risk of the tropics, walnut and willow, ivy 
and hawthorn, ash and _ elder, pine and 
sycamore. If such floral and botanical beau- 
ties are the wild growths of the fields, think of 
what a garden must bein Palestine! And in 
such a garden Jesus Christ slept after, on the 
solilier’s spear, His last drop of blood had 
coagulated. And then see how appropriate 
that all our cameteries should be floralized 
and tree-shaded, In June, Greenwood is 
Prooklyn’s garden. 

“Well, then,’’ you say, “how can you make 
out that resurrection day will beautify the 
cemeteries? Will it not leave them a plowed- 
up ground? On that day there will be an 
earthquake, and will not this split the polished 
Aberdeen granite, as well as the plain slab 
that can afford but the two words, “Our 
Mary,’’ or “Our Charley" ?” Weil, I will tell 
you how resurrection day will beautify all the 
cemeteries. It will be by bringing up the 
faces that were to us onca, and in our memo- 
ries are to us now,:imere beautiful than 
atiy calla lily, and tle forms that are 
to us more graceful than any willew 
by the waters. Can you think of any- 
thing more beautiful than the reappearance of 
those from whom we have been parted? I do 
not care which way the tree falls in the blast

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I hear the phonograph unro]l some voice that 
talked into it or sung intoita year ago, just 
before our friend’s decease. You turn the 
wire, and then come forth the very tones, the 
very accentuation, the ‘very cough, the very 
song of the person that breathed into it once, 
but is now departed. If a man can do that, 
cannot Almighty God, without half trying, 
return the yoice of your departed, Andif He 
can return the voice why not the lips and the 
tongue and the throat that iahiens’ the voice ? 
And if the lips and the tongue and the throat 
why not-then the brain that suggested the 
words? Andifthe brain, why not the nerves, 
of which the brain is the headquar- 
ters? Andif He can return the nerves, why 
not the muscles, why not the bones that are 
less wonderful? And if the voice and the 
brain and the muscles can dothe phonograph, 
God can do the resurrection. Will it be the 
same body that in the last day shall be reani- 
mated? Yes, but infinitely improved. Our 
bodies change every seven years, and yet, in 
one sense, it is the same y- On my wrist 
and the second finger of my right hand there 
isascar. I made that at twelve years of age, 
when, disgusted at the presence of two warts, 
I took a red-hot iron and burned them off, and 
burned them out. Since then my body has 
changed at least a half dozen times, but those 
scars prove it is thesame body. And wenever 
lose our identity. If God can and does some- 
times rebuild a man five, six, ten times, in 
this world, is it mysterious that He can re- 
build him ence more, and that,in the resurrec- 
tion? If Hecan doit ten times, I think He 
can do it eleven times. Then look at the sev- 
enteen-year locusts. For seventeen years gone, 
at the end of seventeen years they appear, and 
by rubbing the hind leg against the wing make 
that rattle at which all the husbandmen and 
vine-dressers tremble as the  insectile 
host takes up the march of devastation. Res- 
urrection every seventeen years! 

Another consideration makes the idea of 
resurrection easier. God made Adam. He 
was not fashioned after any model. There had 
never been a human organism, and so there 
was nothing to copy. At the first attempt 
God made a perfect man. He made him out 
of the dustof the earth. If out of ordinary 
dust of the earth and without a model God 
could make a perfect man, surely out of the 
extraordinary dust of the mortal body, and 
with millions of models. God can make each 
one of usa perfect being in the resurrection. 
Surely the last undertaking would, not be 
greater than the first. See the gospel algebra: 
Ordinary dust minus a model equals a perfect 
man; extraordinary dustand plus a model 
equals a resurrection body. Mysteries about 
it? Oh, yes; that is one reason why I believe 
it. It would not be much of a God who could 
do things only as far asI can understand. 
Mysteries? Oh, yes; but no more: about the 


| resurrection of your body than about 


its present existence. I will explain 
to you the last mystery of the resur- 
rection, and make it as plain to you as that 
two and two make four, if you will tell me 
how youranind, which is entirely independent 
of your body, can act upon your body so that 
at your will your eyes open, or your foot walks, 
or your hand is extended. So I find nothing 
in the Bible statement concerning fthe resur- 
rection that staggers me for a moment. All 
doubts clear from my mind. I say that the 
cemeteries, however beautiful now, will be 
more beautiful when the bodies of our loved 
ones come uD. 

They will comein improved condition. They 
will come up rested. The most of them lay 
down at the last very tired. How often you 
have heard them say, ‘‘I am so tired!’’ The 
fact is, it is a tired world. If I should go 
through this audience, and go round the 
world, I could not find a person in any style of 
life ignorant of the sensation of fatigue. I 
do not believe there are fifty persons in this 
audience who are not tired. Your head is 
tired, or “your back is tired, or your foot is 
tired, or your brain is tired, or your nerves are 
tired. Long journeying, or business applica- 
tion, or bereavement, or sickness have put on 
you heavy weights. So the vast majority 
of those who went out of this world went 
out fatigued. About the poorest place 
to rest iv is this world. Its 
atmosphere, its surroundings, and even 
its hilarities are exhausting. So God stopsour 
earthly life, and mercifully closes the eyes, 
and quiets the feet, and folds the hands, and 
more especially gives quiescence to the lungs 
and heart, that have not had ten minutes rest 
from the first respiration and the first beat. 
If a drummer-boy were compelled in 
the army to beat his drum for twenty- 
four hours without stopping, his officer 
would be court-martialed — for cruelty. 
If a drummer-boy should be commanded to 
beat his drum for a week without ceasing, -day 
and night, he would diein attempting it. But 
under your vestment is a poor heart that began 
its drum-beat for the march of life thirty or 
forty or sixty or eighty years ago, and it has 
had no furlough by day or night; and, whether 
in conscious or comatose state, it went right 
on, for if it}had stopped seven seconds your life 
would have closed. And your heart will keep 
going until some time after your spirit has 
fiown, for the auscultator says that after the 
last expiration of lung and the last throb of 
of pulse, and after the spirit is released, the 
heart keeps on beating for a time. What a 
mercy, then, itis that the grave is the place 
where that wondrous machinery of ventricle 
and artery can halt! Under the healthful 
chemistry of the soil all the wear 
and tear of nerve and muscle and bone 
will be substracted and that bath of good, 
fresh, clean soil will Wash off the last ache, 
anf then some of the same style of dust out of 
which the body of Adam was constructed may 
be infused into the resurrection body. How 
can the bodies of the human race, which have 
had no replenishment from the dust since the 
time of Adam in paradise, get any recupera- 
tion from the storehouse from which he was 
constructed without our going back into the 
dust? That original, life-giving material 
having been added to the body as it once was, 
and ali the defects left behind, what a body 
will be the resurrection body! And will not 
hundreds of thousands of such appearing 
above the Gowanus Heights make Greenwood 
more beautiful than any June morning after a 
shower? The dust of the earth being the 
original material for the fashioning of the first 
human being, we haye to go back to the same 
place to get a perfect body. Factories are apt 
to be rough. places, and those who 
toil in them have their garments 
7rimy and their hands smutched. 

ut who cares for that when they turn out for 
us beautiful musical instrumeuts or exquisite 
upholstery! What though the grave is a 
rough place, it is a resurrection-bedy manufac- 
tory, and from it shallecome the radiant and 
resplendent forms of our friends on the bright- 
est morning the world saw-ever. You put 
into a factery cotton, and it comes ont apparel. 
You put into a factory lumber and lead, and it 
comes out pianos and organs. And so into the 
factory of the grave you. put in pneumonias 
and consumptions, and they come out health. 
You put in groans and they come out halle- 
lnjahs. For us, on the final day, the most at- 
tructive places will not be the parks or gar- 
dens or palates, but in the.cemeteries. 

We are. not told in what season that day will 
come. Ifit should be winter, those who come 
up will be more‘tustrous than the snow that 
covered them. Ifin the autumn, those who 
come up will be more gorgeous than the weods 
after the frosts .have penciled them. 

the spring, the bloom on which 

tread will be dull compared 
withthe rubicund of their cheeks. Oh the 
perfect resurrection body! Almost every one 
has some defective spot in his physicial con- 
stitution; a dull ear, or a dim eye, or a rheu- 
matic foot, or a neuralgic brow, or. a twisted 
muscle, or a weak side, or an inflamed tonsil, 
orsome point at which the east wind or a sea- 
son of overwork assaults him. But the resur- 
rection body shall be without one weak spot, 
and all that the doctors and nurses and apo- 
thecaries will thereafter have to do will be to 
rest without a after the broken 
nights of their earthly existence. Not only 
will that day be the beautification of well- 
kept cemeteries, but some of the graveyards 
that have been neglected, and been the pas- 
ture ground for cattle and rooting-places for 
swine, will for the first time have attractive- 
ness given them. It was a shame that in that 
place ungrateful generations planted no trees 
and twisted no garlands, and sculpturell no 
marble for their Christian ancestry; but on 
the day of which I speak the resurrected 
shall make the place of their feet glo- 
rious. From under the shadow of the

Yes, yes; He got 
away. And that makes me sure that our de- 
parted loved ones and we ourselves shall get 
away. Freed Himself from the shackles of 
clod, He is not going to leave us and ours Im 
the lurch. There will be no door-knob on the 
inside of our family sepulchre, for we cannot 
come outof ourselves; but there is a door-knob 
on the outside, and that Jesus shall lay hold 
of, and opening, will say: ‘Good morning!

But on the other side, as we rise, heaven at 
first appears no larger than your hand.

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What Mr. Depew Said. 
The promptness with which Mr. Depew 
has disarmed the ungracious remarks about 
the south attributed to him by areporter of 
the Washington Post, will be very gratify- 
ing to the many friends he has made during 
his visit to this region, and to his admirers 
throughout the country. . There may be 
some sort of excuse for the misrepresenta- 
tions of newspaper correspondents, who 
travel through the south for a purpose, or 
who are sent here on a special mission, with 
the outline of his reports fully mapped out 
before he began his journey; but there can 
be no extenuation or excuse for misrepresen- 
lationson the part of prominent men who 
travel the south over. 
Such misrepresentations from such sources 
are so rare that Tur Constirution felt 
justified in doubting the authenticity of the 
remarks attributed to Mr. Depew, and it in- 
structed its New York correspondent to get 
at the truth of the matter. The result was 
that while some of its esteemed contempora- 
ries were investing in whole columns of 
abuse, Tue CONSTITUTION was laying be- 
fore its readers the facts in the case. 
What Mr. Depew said to our New York 
correspondent was fully verified by his re- 
marks to a Washington correspondent of the 
New York World. ‘‘Such unbounded hos- 
pitality,’’ he said, ‘‘and such a graceful 
manner of extending it one meets with but 
eeldom in this world. I had heard nf&ny 
pleasant things about the culture and hos- 
pitality of the southern people, but 1 know 
now that nc man can do justice to the sub- 
ject.”’ Whaat he says of the negro situation, 
80 to speak, is not in any sense bitter, con- 
sidering that he isa bred-in-the-bone repub- 
lican. Here is a specimen: 

I heard of many coiored men who own property, 
and whose position is all the better, both in a bus- 
iness and political sense, because of that fact. 
There is much injustice done the colored man in 
the prevalent idea tit he he is given over alinost 
without cxception to slothand shiftiessness. Too 
tnuch has been expected of him in too short a 
time. There are, of course, colored people who 
make no progress at all, just as they are white 
people who stand still. But the number of those 
who are putting by alittle every year and pur- 
chasing homes is steadily increasing, and therein, 
in my judgement, is a most hopeful sign of 
new times coming. The southern whites them- 
selve say of the colored nan who buys property: 
“Oh, he’s all right. He'll know how to vote to 
protect his possessions.”’ 

Mr. Depew further said that he believes 
the south is entering on an era of great 
prosperity, and of great happiness, and 
aided: ‘‘What cannot be settled hastily 
must be settled deliberately. This, it will 
be observed is the motto of the south itself. 

The Gunner Lasd Bill. 

Mr. A. J. Wedderburn, chairman of the 
Jegislative committee of the Virginia State 
Grange, contributes to the National Econo- 
mist an article in which he tries to show 
that the passage of tlhe Conger Jard Dill 
pught not to be opposed by the alliance men 
and farmers of the southern states. He 
says, in the first place, that the oil mills are 
making five millions a year out of their in- 
vestments; in the second place, that the tax 
on the product of the-oil milis infused by 
the Conger bill will not hurt anybody; and, 
in the third piace, that the makers of the 
compound lard are monopolists. He says, 
furthermore, that the farmers and alliance- 
men cannot be deceived by the arguments 
made in opposition to the Conger bill. 

As Mr. Wedderburn lives outside the cot- 
ton belt, he may be of the opinion that his 
views are impartial. But heis mistaken. 
He is prejudiced in behalf of the Conger 
bill, just as the cotton-growers may be said 
to be prejudiced in opposition to the bill. 
Self-interest will prejudice any man, or set 
of men. Just what interest Mr. Wedder- 
burn may have iu the Conger bill we do not 
know, but his hot arguments show beyond a 
doubt that he is prejudiced in its favor. 

The southern cotton-growers, being on the 
spot, so to speak, may be presumed to know a 
good deal more about their own interests than 
Mr. Wedderburn, and it is natural that they 
should be opposed to any measure that pro- 
poses to injure the new and promising in- 
dustry which has utilized, and is now utiliz- 
ing, a product of their cotton fields that was 
formerly allowed to run to waste. They 
may be selfish in this, and they ought to be; 
but over and above that selfishness, they 
have at their backs that principle of justice 
which forbids the unnecessary taxation of a 
food product. It will not do for Mr. Wed- 
derburn to say, as he does, that the tax is a 
staal] one, for, in the aggregate, it is very 
Jarge. Neither will it do for him to say that 
the tax will be paid by the oil mills. To 
whatever extent cotton seed oil is crippled 
and confined in its uses, to just that extent 
will the price of cotton seed be affected. 
The southern cotton-growers do not need to 
employ a political economist to tell them 
that simple fact. 

The cotton seed oil mills may be making 
2 profit of five millions a year, or they may 
be making fifty; and they may be banded to- 
gether in a ‘‘combine,’’ as Mr. Wedderburn 
sugcests; but these things have no bearing 
whatever on the justice or necessity of im- 
posing a tax on their product that will ulti- 
nately fall on the cotton seed that the farm- 
ers have for sale. The cctton-growers have 
already made their views known in this mat- 
ter, and they are a unit against the Conger

Every person who buys a pound of 
compound lard knows that he is getting a 
mixture of refined cotton seed oil and pure 
lard, as chemical analysis before the com- 
mittee at Washington has shown, and there 
is no decit or deception about it whatever. 
It is natural that people should prefera cheap 
and healthful article of food tothe higher 
priced stuff, which is produced by throwing 
whole hogs into steam vats, and which goes 
out to consumers as “refined” lanl. « 

‘No; Mr. Wedderburn is wrong, and the 
southern farmers are right. They know 
their interests, and they are opposed to the 
Conger bill now as they have been from the 
first. And the opposition is not confined to 
the white farmers; the black farmers are 
endeavoring to make their mfluence felt be- 
fore the republican committee. On this 
issue, the south is practically solid.

If the New York World proposes to push 
its crusade against the Louisiana lottery to 
the bitter end, it should jump on the Right 
Reverend Bishop Jenner, of the Anglican 
Free church. 5 

Bishop Jenner isin a hopeless minority, 
but his recent letter from Detroit to the 
Chicago Herald is so defiant and daring that 
it will hardly be allowed to pass unnoticed. 
The bishop says‘that he agrees with the lord 
bishop of Peterboro that neither betting nor 
gambling is wrong in itself, but that the sin 
in either or both is cheating or dishonesty of 
any kind in connectiou therewith. 

‘In regard to lotteries, the bishop main- 
tains that to purchase a chance in a lottery 
is neither vicious nor wicked, provided the 
drawing is fairly conducted and the prizes 
drawn are honestly awarded, and the sum 
expended does not entrench upon the legiti- 
mate needs of the purchaser. 

Speaking of the people who entertain op- 
posite views, Bishop Jenner says that a great 
deal of hypocritical cant and whining from 
the ‘‘so-called pulpit’ proceeds wholly from 
envy. In conclusion, he reminds the public 
that ‘‘there are no worse gambling hells on 
earth than boards of trade, bucket shops, and 
stock exchanges in general, and that there is 
more downright cheating as well as gambling 
in one night at many a so-called church fair 
than there is in a legitimately. constituted 
lottery in years.”’ 

The bishop’s strong language will make 
some people wince, but very few will care to 
argue seriously with him, because he is on 
the losing side. A century ago, and later, 
the best and wisest Christians, from John 
Wesley down, held Bishop Jenner’s opinions, 
so far as lotteries were concerned, and patron- 
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| Pulpit, press and people nearly everywhere 
| are arrayed against lotteries and gambling, / 
and they will have to go. 

It is true, as the bishop charges, that some 
forms of gambling have escaped the penal 
touch of the law. There may be a good 
reason for this. Certain speculative lines of 
business may be so intimately connected 
with legitimate investments and the general 
run of commerce that it is difficult to sepa- 
rate them. But the fact that there is some 
injurious speculation going on is no reason 
why we should license other kindred evils in 
the shape of gambling and lotteries. Just 
what good Bishop Jenner hopes to accom- 
plish by his letter we cannot see. 


Loking Forward. 

The republican newspapers have had con- 
siderable fun over the political prominence 
into which the names of Grover Cleveland 
and other leading democrats have been 
brought, from time to time, by men who in 
their enthusiasm have forced the political 
season and anticipated the future. To these 
newspapers the ‘‘previousness’’ of such peo- 
ple is highly amusing, and they are having a 
good time laughing over it. 

It is all right, and can {do no harm.

His Talk With the Constitution’s Repre- 
sentative Gladly Received—Some Cards 
That Were Written Saturday. 


The Washington Post’s interview with Mr. 
Chauncey M. Depew, which appeared in THe 
ConstircTion Satarday, created quite a sen- 
sation throughout the south. 

In Atlanta the interview was generally dis- 


cussed. = 

During the distinguished gentleman’s visit 
to Atlanta he made many friends, and the 
words attributed to him in the special to THE 
ConsTITUTION could hardly be believed. 

Socn after the paper began to circulate, 
prominent Atlantians began criticising 
the story, and speculating as to its 
correctness. Nearly every one felt greatly 
agrieved and thought the gentleman’s mis- 
takes should be rectified. 

But Mr. Depew was not correctly reported. 

Immediately after his arrivalin New York 
Saturday night he was called upon by THE 
CoONSTITUTION’s representative to whom 
Mr. Depew repudiated the Post in- 
terview and to whom he said many 
kind things about the south. That 
interview was printed in Sunday’s CONsTITU- 
TIon and was read with pleasure and satis- 
faction by Atlantians. 

On Saturday when the correctness of the 
first interview had not been ascertained cards 
were sent to THe Constitution for publica- 
tion on Sunday, but were crowded out. 

This morning, however, they are printed. 
Here they ares 

Eprroxs CONSTITUTION: Mr. Chauncey M. De- 
pew, of New York city, 1s a politician, public 
speaker and railroad president of large reputa- 
tion and great ability. The southern people have 
been accustomed to look upon Mr. Depew with 
special consideration, as being one of the few dis- 
tingnished northern republicans who were dis- 
posed to be fair, if not generous, in his estimate 
of the south and her people. But lately Mr. Depew 
has been through a considerable part of the south, 
and was accorded no little recognition and social 
distinction at each place he and his party 
visited. In Atlanta he was given a public recep- 
tion at the principal hotel, and the authorities of 
the Capitol City club were glad to extend to the 
entertainers of Mr. Depew the use of their house 
fora luncheon and post prandial demonstration. 
If your dispatch from Washingtonis to be be- 
lieved, then how has Mr. Depew requitted these 
attentions, and what use has he made of his trip 
through the south? He commends our hospital- 
ity ; expresses the opinion that federal election 
laws will not accomplish any good in the south; 
and perpetuates upon our people the most 
atrocious outrage that any well known northern 
visitor has attempted at all in the history of the 
country. Hospitality at best, however admirable 
and gracious, belongs to the ruder and less subtile 
virtues ; and a thousand commendations of 
hospitality could not atone for the ineffable libel 
and scandal that Mr. Depew pronounces, if he says 
what is reported concerning the action of south- 
ern state goveruments about convicts. 

Mr. Depew is stated to have said, in effect: 

1. That the convicts, most of whom are under- 
stood to be negroes, are treated all over the south, 
where he has been, as cruelly as Kennan repre- 
sents the Siberian exiles to be. And that this 
cruelty consists in improper and inadequate cloth- 
ing, feeding, housing, and, in general, harsh and 
brutal treatment. 

2. That the state governments make contracts to 
deliver a certain number of convicts, and in order 
to carry such contract into effect, pass laws pun- 
ishing trivial offenses with long terms of im- 
prisonment, and convict innocent men. 

The first charge of harsh treatment to, and in- 
adequate provision for the comfort of convicts, is 
one that is frequently made in all states and coun- 
tries; and doubtless some ground can be found to 
rest such a charge upon in almost every state 
against certain lessees. To be a convict is every- 
where, practically to be a'slave, and at times 
aquses needs must come underthe best and most 
humane system of penal servitude from those who 
coysent to the immediate charge and supervision 
of hardened and depraved wretches who shall be

ut the second charge of Mr. Depew is the grav- 
est. the most flagrant. and the falsest that has 
ever been brought against any civilized society by 
fecal partisan or foreign enemy. It implicates 
hé€ whole state government—the governor, the 
the judiciary, the voters—in 
making contracts with brutal task-masters 
to deliver a stipulated number  .of 
human beings condemned, chained, disgraced, 
bound to intolerable servitude. And in order to 
effect so atrocious a compact the laws are made 
or altered, not only so that a small offense shall 
have mete: to it a large eegpeome mee but so that 
innocence itself shall be condemned that the 
quota of convicts may be furnished. 

Mr. G. W. Cable,in all his denunciations and 
misrepresentations of the convict systems of the 
southern states, never intimated that the state 
governments, the supreme ruling powers in the 
states, had deliberately descended to such depths 
of infamy and barbarity as is charged against us 
by the smooth, eloquent and graceful Mr. Depew. 

Waiving the question of the suppression of the 
negro vote, and the incidental outrages that do at- 
tend all systems of penal service, it is totally and 
inexcusably false that in Georgia, orany other 
seuthern state, the punishment for trivial offenses 
is myore severe than in the northern states; orthat 
any southern state makes contracts to furnisha 
Stipulated number of convicts; or that any south- 
ern state, with or without such contract, perverts 
the machinery of its government to the conviction 
of innocent men that the quota of southern con- 
vict camps may be filled. 

If such chargés as Mr. Depew is reported to 
have been made could be true, then it passes un- 
derstanding to know why he, even with all his 
love for good cheer, shenld so debase himself as 
to accept the association and hospitality of such 
despicable knayes a8 we southern white people 
would be. If such charges were true, then 
it would be on the part of Mr. Depew a duty, 
assublime aS imperative, to preach a federal 
crusade against each southern state government, 
and, if necessary to reform us, to pour the sweet 
milk of concord into hell, and to uproar the uni- 
versal peace. 

But these charges are not true in any sense or 
measure, and itis to be hoped that southern news- 
papers will see that it is made to appear.

As faraparg 
as the religious belief of the people are today, 
there was a time when they were united, ang 
then the Passover was the only festiva).

of three great events of the Jewish year. Ig 
is supposed to have originated during the time 
of Moses, just previous vw the Jewish cxodug 
from Egypt.

Besides eating the Pascal lamb, of which 
every man had to eata piece as large as am, 
olive, there were other ceremonies to be o> 
served. 

Each little company drank a cup of wine, 
after which they went through the Hal! 
when the first and second Psalms had been ree 
peated. A second cup of wine was taken, folk 
lowed by two others, after which the HalleB 
was completed. 

It was after this ceremony that our Lor@ 
went out and sang a hymn with his disciples, 

For several centuries the Christians ob 
served Easter at the same time as the Jews 
observed the Passover. 

In the middle of the fifth century, however, 
a party in the Christian church, called the 
quarto de¢imi, altered the time of its celebra- 
tion, and the feast was unsettled until the de 
cree of Mascea decided that it should 
be held on the Sunday following the 
l4th of the so-called Pascal moon, which 
is the first after the vernal equinox. 

The Christians observe their Easterasa time 
of rejoicing. The sacrafice of the Son of God 
and his pesurrection from the dead isto them 
a continual promise that there is hope for sin- 
pers. 

The Hebrews now have given over most of 
the ancient observances, but sti!] those who 
are orthodox make many changes during the 
Passover week. 

Nothing is eaten or allowed in the house exe 
cept such things as will not turn sour. Unleave 
ened bread is used entirely, and all the dishes, 
— knives, forks and spoons used must be 

ept only for the Passover. When the feastis 
over everything that has been used to eat with 
is packed up and put away until the next year.

Central. 

The distance is about fifty-five miles.

The incorporators are W. B. Still- 
well, Loring R. Millen, Captain L. Johuson, 
of Waycross, and J. W. Preston, of Efiing- 
ham county. The capital stock is $120,000. 
The road will be completed June Ist. Two 
_ daily passenger trains will be operated.’ The 
equipment of the road at present consists of 
four locomotives, two passenger and nineteen 
flat cars. The incorporators will meet next 
week and elect oflicers for the management of 


the road.
